The absence and sickncss of Lieut. 


Raymond Perry, left me without the 
services of that excellent officer; much 
ought fairly to be attributed to biro for 
his great care and attention in disci­ 
plining the ship'» crew, at her fir»t 
lieutenant. His place was filled by a 
gallant young officer, Lieut. P. Gamble, 
who, 1 regret to iuform you, was kilted 
early in the action. Acting Liout 
Val kite worked the 1st and 2d divisions 
of gen« with able effect.—Soiling master 
Uruiu's attention to the springs and iu 
the execution of the order to wind the 
ship, and occasionally at the guus, meets 
my entire approbation, also Captain 
Youngs, commanding ttte acting ma­
